I cannot eclore this report with jastice to onr 
troops, who fought vuliantly, without commenting 
upon the causes whioh led to their defeat and com- 
plete ront. 

The means of transportation for advance in sup- 
port or for u retreat were criminally deficient, espe- 
cially when we consider the facility for creating 
proper means for such purposes at our disporal. ‘The 
place for Landing apon the Virginia ehore was moat 
unfortunately eelected, being ut a point whore the 
thoro rose with great ebruptnees for a distance of 
nome bnndred and fifty yarde at an anglo of at least 
thirty-five degrees, and waa stndded with trees, 
being evtirely impassable to artillery or infantry in 
ling, At the enmmit the snrfucé is undalsting, 
where the enemy were placed in front out of view, 
and out down our troopa with a murderons fire, 
which we could not retarn with ony effect.

SRS FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Enwaupa's Fanny, Upper Potomac, Oct. 23, 1661. 


Long before this letter arrives you will bave heard 
of tho real nature of the recent engagement upon the 
Virginin shore of the Upper Potomac, and of the 
extraordinary methods of concealment employed by 
officers of high station for the purpose of misleading | 
public judgment for as long a timo as should be 
posible, Even in these times of military eeoreay, T 
could not have believed that the most sacred feolings 
of so many communities could have been trifled with 
for tho enke of guarding tho sensitive conceit of 
error-working officers, Sneh expedients aro alike} 
discrodiisble to those who devise them, aud injurions | 
to the cause they are intended to support. Nothing 
bas been gained by the official deceptions respecting 
this disaster, while much of that implicit confidence 
which our military leaders have been honored with 
hua becn lost. A repnise becomes all the more 
mortifying, if not more damaging, when wo learn 
that efforts are made by those we have been ac-| 
customed to trust to bide or bélie the actual oircum- 
stances, It ia not the leuat misfortune of the occasion 
that (hore who perhaps aided in producing it, Lave 
songht to force a falee result upon tho too-ready 
credulity of the country. 

Beyond the simple fact that Col. Baker bed been 
killed at the head of the brigade which he com- 
manded, and that his men bad suffered a temporary 
repnige, nothing waa known in Washington on. Tuee- 
day. ‘Tho military eensorsbip was never eo impera- 
tive. It vas not even admitted that the repulse was 
serious, and I was percoually assured by gentlemen 
directly within tho circle of information, the boundary 
of which is fixed by the walla of “ headquarters,” 
that onr troops had effected a succcasful landing 
upon the Virginia shoro, and that the whole wing of 
the army was rapidly erossing tho Potomac. A 
battle, it admitted, would probably take place, 
the rebels haying ehown an inclination to dislodge ua, | 
but every confidence as to the result was proclaimed, 
To witness this, predicted engagoment, I left Wash- 
jogton carly this morning, carrying tho im. 
pression which then prevailed there, thu 
nothing like a eeyere casualty had been or was 
likely to be suffered. At Great Falls, como 20 miles 
this side of the ecene of the conflict, no intelligence 
to the contrary bad been received. At Seneca Mills, 
whence parts of Gen, Banke's army had been sum- 
moned in haste to aid in repairing the errors of Mon- 
day, the same ignorance existed. Dven at Edwards's 
Ferry, about which tho main body of the army was 
collected, there was only the vaguest conception 
among the troops of the circumstances of the repulse, 
Nothing was accurately known, except by the geu- 
oral officers and the members of regiments which 
participated in the action. On visiting these regi- 
ments, I yas etartled and amazed to find that tho 
events were of a traly tragic character, involving 
losses to onr strength and our preatige in every way 
distressing, In tho confusion of eamp-moving, which 
was going on among many regiments, I found it im- 
possiblo to gathor more than bare outlines, although 
thess, are sufficient to show that the details must 
have been unnsually afllicting. 

J am apprehensive of omitting much that ehonld be 
escential to a narrative of the proceedings, but I 
most hasten to give the decisive features of such ac- 
counts as have hurriedly beon laid before me. Late 
on Sunday night (I note all as it is told me by trust- 
worthy witnesses of what passed) detachments of tho 
Massachusetts 15th and 20th Regiments were sent 
from the Maryland side of the Upper Potomao to 
Harrison’s (or Swan's) Island, 4 miles above Ed- 
wwards’s Ferry, with orders to etand in readiness to 
cross to Virginia at sudden notice. Tt was understood 
that Quartermaster Howe of tho 15th Massachusetts 
bad been over with a scouting party, and had re- 
ported that a small Rebel camp lay within easy cap- 
turing distance of the shore; and the impression then 
was that the expedition was to carry ont this pur- 
pose. Howover this might be, atalout midnight 300 | 
of the 15th Regiment, ander Col. Devens, were sent 
over from the Island, with 100 of the 20th, under 
Col. Lee, os a reserve force, The means 
of crossing were shockingly inadequate. 
Three boats only were omployed, one capable of 
holding 16 porgons, tho other two holding but 4 or 5 
each. There is no question but that better transports 
could have beenobtained at the expense of very slight 
trouble. The canal, clese by, was filled with boats 
which could have been transferred to tho,river with 
comparatively little difficulty, since communication 
ig farnished by a lock closo at hand. Hovwever, tho 
crossing was, after a time, effected, and during the 
carly morning, the little body of the 15th were moy- 
ing cautiously toward Leesburg, but not finding 
what was expectod, withdrew toward the river 
bank and waited for farther orders, No sign of the 
enemy was given until about 9 o'clock, when 
part of what is supposed to have been a Mississ{ppi 
regiment appeared, and immediately engaged our 
advance, By one musket discharge of the rebels 
at this time, come dozen of Company H., 15th 
Rogimont, were seriously wounded, and three 
were killed, The ouomy, however, were for a short 
time driven back, but, being poworfally retnforced, 
they in turn became the assailants, and thrast the 
15th Regiment men back upon the reserve of the 
20th. All this fighting took placo within o yery 
limited extent of ground, and lasted about balfan 
hour, Col. Lee sant a note to Gen. Stone, saying 
“Devens has fallen backon me. We intend to 
fight.” Probably in consequence of this intelligenco 
300 additional men of the 15th were sent over from 
the island as re-enforcoments. Nothing serious oc- 
curred, although slight ekirmishes were ventured 
fromtimeto time until 2o'elock inthe afternoon, when 
Col. Baker croseed with a part of his California Regi- 
ment, a further detachment of tho Musachu- 
eetie 20th, a company or two of Col. Coggawell’s 
Tammany Regiment, and a small selection 
from tho Pennsylvania 29th. Colonel Baker 
at ance assnmed command, and disposed bis forces 
for battle. The ground was not favorable for our 
men, and, eo far as I can learn, was, in every stra- 
tegi¢ consideration, an unfortunate one. It was on 
open field, at the snmmit of the ateep accli ity which 
forms the Virginia shore at this point. In case of u 
dofeat—as it afterward proved—no poseibility of 
successful reteat existed, The field, which occupied 
altogether come twelve or fifteen acres, extended 
back for avery abort distance, and was on three 
tidga bordered by thick woods, Ip the woods on the

right hand, tho men of the Moreachnsotts 15th, some 
600 in number, were placed. At the right of the

For more than an honr this work contianed before 
onr disasters appoared to become overwhelming. 
littlo after 4 o’clook Col. Baker was bot, apparently 
in the chest or stomach, He waa standing in 
advance of hie loft, endeavoring to rally a company 
of Penpsylvania skirmishers. He fell beavily for- 
ward, but immediately raised himself upon his hands 
and knees, and afterward, with an eflort, to bis feet. 
Ho etood erect only for .an instant, and, without 
uttering a word, fell again motionless. It is prob- 
able that he received another shot at the moment of 
rising. Iam told that the only wonder is that Col. 
Baker did not fall earlier, eo daringly did he exposo 
himself at all moments during the action, 

Toward 6 o'clock, the case was go utterly hopeleze,

ceasant fire upon the scattering fugitives. The river 
channel wae thick with dead and dying bodies, 
but the bearing of the survivors was 
strangely quiet—the immobility, perhaps, of 
desperate hopelessness. Hundreds probably were 
here sgcrificed. The number of prizouere taken was 
very large. Parts of tho 15th Massachusetts, and 
cone of the Tammany Regiment, pushed down the 
river as far as Edwards's Ferry, and there forded, 
while a portion of the 20th, and some of the Califor- 
nia Regiment marched up for 2 mile, until they came 
upon a emall stranded boat, by means of which they 
succeoded in slowly crossing. 

It is generally estimated that nearly, if not quite, 
one-half of onr force engaged were killed, wounded, 
or captured, Of the Maseschusetts 15th some 200 
‘fare unacconnted for, and only two line officers 
remain at the camp. Of the 20th, 200 also aro 
lost. 
cisely informed. Among the captared are some 
of our most important officers. Col. Lee, 
Major Revere, Adjt. Pierson and Dr. Revere, of 
the 20th were taken prisonors, Of this regiment 22 
officers entered the combat, and only 9 returned. 
Lieut, Patnam of Company E was mortally wounded, 
and died to-day (Wednesday), Cnpt. Drebar of 
Company C was severely aud probably fatally 
wounded. Cupt. Putnam was so injured as to render 
amputation of the right arm necessary. Capt. Schinitt, 
Company B, wasseyerely, bat it is hoped not fatally, 
wounded. Lieut. Holmes was wounded in the breast, 
but will recover. Lieut, Lowell was slightly injured 
in the leg. The following are missing: Lieut. Babo, 
Licut, Weeselboeft, and Lieut. Perry. It is not pos- 
sible for me, in the hurry of this evening (when a 
general retrogreesive movement is in progress), to 
secure particulars iu regard to other regiments, 

Tho precies responsibility of the errors of this di- 
astrous occasion is not fixed upon any individual 
officer, The present doubts will have their eettle- 
ment in good time. 

On Tuosday a flag of trace was aent over from onr 
side, with o proposition for burying the dend, It 
was consented to, with certain bratal restrictions on 
the part of the rebels. None of our wounded, how- 
ever imminent their danger, were suffered to bo re- 
moved, or succored, Even the burial was only 
permitted on condition that the entire advance opera- 
tions of ourarmy should ceage meanwhile. I believe 
that this was agreed to without aa objection. 

To-day the crossing of the river at this point 
(which was begun by Gen. Stone on Tuesday), bas 
been interrupted by unfavorable weather. This 
evening every man is returning from the other eide, 
A complete retreat is ordered. Gen. McClellan isbere, 
pnd the interest of the army seems to be centered at 
this point, %

changed to that of retreat. Toward evening, 8 
slight abatement of the high wind, which had made 
the river almost impassable during tho day, was 
taken immediate advantage of, and the few boats at 
band were pat to the work of restoring our troops in 
Virginia to their former position. At9 o'clock, the 
transportation waa in full progress. The scene was 
as picturesque and full of activity as any which the 


campaign has offered, but was, at the 
eame time, infinitely cheerlees and depress- 
ing. Tho eaduees of a retreat always 


oppresses an army, and althongh our men stood to 
their duties with vigor and alacrity, they ccomed 
verwhelmed by a gloom which could not be cast of 
Fresh regiments, which lined our shore, and had 
xpected the privilege of advancing daring the night, 
eceived the orders to withdraw with evident diecon- 
tent, Tho 2d Massachusetts, which is noarly allied, 
by old associations and friendships with the 20th, 
were most earnest in thoir dissatisfaction. They 
bad longed to meet the enemy as speedily as might 
be, especially to endeavor to redresa the miafortunes 
of their comrades, The troopa which crossed from 
Virginia were little better pleased with the unex- 
pected disposition made of them, although they must 
haye krown that unsupported as they were, and 
in a potition singularly unfavorable for defonso, 
their chances of snccessful resistance to the approach- 
ing enemy wore very fecble, Thero were frequent 
compluinte, much wonder, aud more indigaation—not 
loudly attered, but none the loss earnest for that. 

The glare of the nnmerona camp fires which 
stretched in unbroken lines along the banks aud 
across the hills, and which, even more than tho bril- 
liant moon, spread a vivid light over the whole re- 
gion, was in strange contrast to the spirit which con- 
trolled all who participated in the movements of tho 
night. The country ssemed illuminated, as if for 
some gigantic festival. ‘The hill-slopes for miles 
wore covered with blazing piles, which, soon froma 
distanco, appeared to unito in a vast amphitheuter of 
flume, Onthe Virginia shore, the fires were moro 
scattered, and of lesa magnitude, but tho glow of 
those upon our own side was roflected far beyond the 
litnits of our recent camps, and fuded only among the 
thick woods and monntsina in which we knew the 
enemy Juy concsaled. Tho long procession moved 
slowly and dimly down'to the opposite banks, and 
stood in-regular columns patiently waiting their tarn. 
‘A confused clamor reached us—the echoof their rai 
gled voices—which never rore above one 
tone, and was never broken by ery or cheer or 
hopeful sound of any kind. Tho hours ecemed to 
pass more honvily with thom than with us. Perhapa 
their senso of danger was more acute, It might 
naturally have beon 60, for they know the enemy was 
near by, und thoy saw that tho thoughileesncss of 
their leaders had left them anprovided with auflicient 
safeguards in caeo of sudden attack, 

For hours the boute shifted from alde to side, and 
the disembarked groups swelled into full regiments 
and marched sway, The throng upon the Virginia 
shore scemed to decrease so slowly, that one won- 
dered if all could be brought into security before the 
rebels should diecoyer their comparatively unpro- 
tected position, It was not, however, wholly unpro- 
tected, for along the ridges of our hills heavy bat- 
teria wore planted, bearing upon the epots where,

and] it was spprehended, the enemy might disclose them- 


aelyea. There was little confusion among our men, 
and excepting by the subdued murmur of many 
voices, the light plaching of oarsor poles in the 
water, the hissing and crackling of the over-roplen- 
ished fires, and the rush of their flames through the 
air, tho silence of tho night was undistorved. It 
was very clear and cold, and many snffercd from 
the unusual keenness of the wind; but the com- 
plaints which frequently arose were not on this 
ecore. It was the mortification of the retreat that 


scomed to engroes the entiro multitude. I never saw 
such universal and euch andisguised dejection. There 
was but one spot, so faras I observed, within the 


army lines, where anything like unconstrained 


mirthfalness was shown, and that was hardly wher 


Jone would bave expected it. The group of offlcers 


at “headquarters were es lively as if a victory 
bad just bleeeed us. The raddy fire, abont which 
they etood, lighted countenances which already were 
eo gay agto need no added lustre. It was quite in- 
spiring to linger a moment within thot rosy in- 
fluence; but a fow steps further on, and the change 
was complete again, Gloom everywhere, often woful 
aflliction, 

I loft the river, laden with our living (and who 
knows how many of our dead 2), and turned into the 
more remote camps, where tho debris of the regi- 
ments which fonght on Monday were gathered, The 
20th Maseachusetta was now commanded by o Cap- 
tain. The fine boys were sorrowfal over their losses, 
but in no manner irretolate or daunted in their pur- 
poee to follow the perilous psth again, whenever 
sarmmoned. I was deeply imprecsed by the devotion 
and courage which Chis regiment bad shown durin; 
the conflict, and of which I had beard in every quar- 
ter, Its officers came from regions more devoted, 
it was thought, to social delights than to the rigora 
and hardehipa of warfare. Wo all remember how 
the gayest and flighticst young men of England 
turned out the most beroic of all that fought 4n the 
Crimea. Tho cage is not altogether dissimilar here. 
‘These Harvard boys, many of whom never had a 
cre or astroggle in the world, from whom, I am 
sure, lees endurauce and possibly lees determination 
yyould have been Jooked for than from a set of offl- 
cers more rnggedly composed, were unexceptiouably 
conspicuous for their bravery and daring throughout 
the fight of Monday. They could not think of eub- 
mission, even when counseled to submit by older 
officers, and, even after orders to surrender had beon 
proclaimed, continued fighting, against hope, with 
unflinching desperation, until the last vestige of their 
strength bad yaniebed. 

Who was responsible for all that slaughter? The 
question is evaded here. We know tbat after insnf- 
jent reconnoissance afew men were wantonly 
placed at the mercy of an overpowering Rebel force, 
and that nearly one-third of them were lost, Wo 
know that our men were ent across the river with 
utterly inadequate means of transportation, at a time 
when the weather prevented their prompt recnforce- 
ment, to a place of all others the worst in which 
they conld have been stationed. Everything was 
aguinst them, Everything which a wise generalebip 
should have provided was dispensed with. It eeome 
to have been another of those careless experiments 
by which, at the caprice of inconsiderate men, the 
hearts of thousands are torn, and a hundred homes 
made wretched, Its effects—if it should have any— 
apon the general movements of the army are, of 
couree, not known. Bat it is whispered that the 
great advance, which was projected about this very 
time, will be deferred in consequence, and that the 
plan of the Commander-in-Chief has been, at least 
temporurily, deranged by it, 

A CLEAR CASE OF FRAUD. 

It is related by one of the dispatches from the bat- 
tle-field at Edwarde's Ferry, that when our brave 
boys were trying to make their way from the

Of 
course, no one Will be eo ineane as to propose that be 
should bo omancipated for thia timely rescae of so 
many loyal troops. That would be Abolitionisms 
thst would bo interforing with the sacred instita- 
tion; that would be confessing that negroes are 
men and entitled to a decont respect.

ATTEMPTED ESCAPE FROM FORT 
LAPAYETTE. 

PUTTING TO SEA IN A WASH-TUB. 
Betweon 1 and 2 o'clock on Sunday morning, as & 
sontinol, in tho darkness and storm, was pacing his 
lonely round ontside the walls of Fort Lafayette, he 
ard tho shutter of a casemate unfastening, and, 
apon cautious examination, discovered that casemate 
No. 5 had been opened. Soon after a rope was 
throyn ont, various articles lowered in succession, 
followed by a man. he rope was just long enongh 
to cuable the fugitive to reach the ground. Asbo 
tonched the carth, the sentinel presented his bayo- 
net, and bude him surrendor, The man proved to be 
James Lowber, the Rebel bearer of disputohes who 
sau recently followed by the detectives from the 
houge of his brothorin-law, Mr. Alexander Shaltze, 
at Peeksyillo, to Crestline, Obio, where they ar 
rested him. It will bo remembered that previous to 
his being taken ho had forwarded his dispatches to 
their destination, and ho himself came vear eluding 
the officers. The sentry, upon seizing bis pritoner, 
found that he had lowered o largo now wash-tub, a 
life-preseryor, and his vallse—the latter packed 
full of valuables, Lowbor begged hard 
to bo permitted to ascend the rope again into hie 
apartment and attempted to bribe his captor by the 
offer of his gold watch and $47 50 in gold coin, which 
ho had tied up in a bladder, if he would allow him to 
doro. Ofcourse his proposal was not accepted, bat, 
instead, the sentry marched his prieoner into the fort 
‘and arroused the officer of the guard. Lieut. Wood, 
the commander of the fort, was immediatoly apprised 
of the attempted escape, who ordored the long roll to 
bo beaten, This bronght the garrizon to tho parade. 
All the prisoners of tho fort were then bronght ond 
and the roll called to ascertain if any wero missing. 
All, however, ansyored to their names. It appearo 
that Br, Lowber occupied Cusomste No. 5, in com- 
pany with fifteen others, only six of whom os far as 
could be gathered, were aware of the premeditated 
escapo, and these aay thoy attempted to dissuade him 
from his purposo. Lowber states that the gold waa 
brought to him ona dranght by the wife of one of 
the prisoners; but how he camoposeessed of tho wash- 
tub, the ropo, and the life-presoryer, is a mystery. 
The key with which tho prisoner anlocked the pad- 
lock of tho casemate shutter, ho says bo mado himvelf. 
It is supposed that be intended to placo his valiee in 
the tub, and supported by his life preeeryers, to have 
pushed off from the fort with his uovol craft, eithor 
for the shore or for somo veescl in the vicinity. It 
scoms probable that an arrangement had been made 
to board a vessel, ng three wero hovering about in 
suspicions proximity—one of which, a bark, had 
approached go near that the sentry hud ordered bor 
off. As coon as the prisoners bad gono to their 
lodgings, and Lowber had been doubled-ironed, 
Lieut. Wood, with a file of eoldiera, entered bio 
cutter and rowed out to the veesels, which proved to 
be a bark, abrig, and aechoonor. Theeo bo cap- 
tnred, and anchored alongeide tho revenno cutter 
Bibb. The Lieutenant states that the olficers 
of tho Bibb treated him very uncivilly, appa- 
rently not being very well pleased thal bo had 
disturbed them at euch an unwarrantable hoar, 
On Sonday the vessels wero gz from the Bibb, 
but it bad not been ascertained what bad becomo of 
them, and, at tho urgent request of Lowber 
and hia friends, the handcuffs wero removed, bis log 
reraiving manacled, So far from expressing any 
recret at the attempt at cecape ho is rather boastfal 
of it, and declares himgelf to be a most ardent Secor 
eionist,

tho indiscret ers and correspondents, and 
largely through thé warninga from Seccrsion spice 
at tho North—the Rebola wero advised of the 
Froposed attack, and partially prepared to meet 
it, If there bad been a farther delay of a single} 
ay, Forts Hatteras and Clark would have been fully 
manned by several regiments, end an abundance of 
Winch gans would have been mounted.

We aro fastened to the Great Ropublic by two 
enormous ton-inch haweers, and our powerful en- 
gines of 2,500 horge power make her take “a fine 
largo bone in her month,” es the sailors call tho 
streak of foam at her bow! Sho tows beautifully, 
eonsidering her immense size. 

Arrived off Cheeapeake Bay just at dack, we wero 
obliged to feel our way in by elow ronning and fre- 
quent eonndinge, bugging Cape Henry closely, ae the 
channel en that cide is deepest.

No weather more favorable to the objects of the 
great navul expedition could have been made, bad it 
even been manufactared to fill a epecial order, than 
that we bave experienced since the Atlantic left 
New-York. After a ploasant eail of twenty-seven 
honra’ running time we came to anchor off Annapolis, 
where we found a nomber of other vessels of the 
cet, which bad preceded us, and were either nlrendy 
laden and prepared for n start, or woro taking on 
board, as fast a8 possible, their respective cargocs. 

Tho good, quiet people of Annapolis, ulthough 
they have become eomewhot accustomed to military 
surprises for tho past six months, were Now really 
awakened ont of their mental not-to-be-surprised-at- 
anything stato, and positively exbibited the liveliest 
symptoms of astonishment at the unwonted eight of 
a dozen or two or threo dozen full-sized steamers 
quietly dropping anchor in their beaatiful but hallow 
harbor, without a word of warning or premonition. 

‘Tho transport vessels had been preceded by a day 
or 60, by the proper officers, who bad gone through 
the comps ut Annapolis, sclected tho regimenta that 
wwero to accompany the expedition, annonnced to the 
Rogimental or Brigade Quartermastera and Commis- 
sariea the quantity and quality of the baggage to go 
with each command, intending that by the time tho 
trapeporis arrived the tents should bo struck, tho 
baggago packed in tho Teast possiblo space, and 
overything ready for tho instant embarkation. 

Owing to the peculiarity of the eand-bar which 
blocks the mouth of the harbor, all vessels drawing 
more than 11 feet of water are obliged to find anchor- 
‘age on tho onteide of tho bar, several miles from the 
city. As all tho transports are of the largest size, 
andof leayy draft of water, the troops and their 
baggnge had to be conveyed from shore to ship, a dis~ 
tanco of from 4 to7 miles, which was accomplished 
for the most part by light steam tuge, The sea waa, 
and had been for daye, a8 emooth aa a mill pond, and 
all thinge were most favorablo for the embarkation, 
which was effected in good time and in good order. 
It bas pleased somebody however to hold us here for 
threo or four days, in order to wait the movements 
of some of the higher powers on the Innd, in the 
direction and vicinity of Washington, whore inecrata- 
ble motives in thus detaining an expedition that is 
ready for eca, and the men of which are rejoiced at 
tho change from their camp life, and most euger for a 
fight, canot be fathomed by our emall, shallow, lim- 
ited powers. ‘The yeesels at. this rendezvous have 
now all received on board their due complement of 
men and stores, or might baye done eo two days age 
had the word been given to burry, and the delay ce 
tainly must not be laid at the door of the gentlemen 
in immediate command of the-shipe, or the eoldiers, 
but the reaponsibility’ must rest in higher quar 
Should a characteristic gale off Hatteras scat! 
fleet, and wreck and failure, partial or completo, re- 
ault from not haying the full strength of the force 
concentyated at the right point, at tho right time, 
then an infinity of regrets and reproaches will be 
poured out over the ten days of lovely weather that 
might bave been better employed, perhaps, thau 
lying idly in Annapolis Roads.

Capo Haiti's point that stormy rentvd 
cyery enilor of past tempestuous perils, aud that is 
euggestive to every Iandsman of all unknown dangers 
of wrock and ruin, after the pecnliar style and man- 
ner of old angry Ocean, assisted by all malignant 
winds. In fact, the original, or aboriginal, purt 
ship articles entered into come time in the duya of 
Nosh, or thereabout, between the winds aud waves 
nad tho weather generally, to kick up a perennial 
row off Hatteras, bave not only never been annulled, 
but have been observed with o Puritanic exactness, 
mott creditable to the winds and waves, considered 
merely as contracting parties, but infinitely disagree- 
able to allothere. Therefore Hatteras bas come to 
be regarded as a point to be anticipated with fear and 
trembling. And any mancuver which should take 
tho fleet ineafety past tho dreaded point, and sparo 
the passengers their cca-sickness, would be a boon 
not too highly to be regarded. 

‘The regiments, as embarked at Annapolis, were, 
for the most part, fall as to numbers, and in a good 
state of health and diecipline. 

Four days before the expedition lef Annapolis 
Roads to proceed to Hampton Roads, it was dis- 
covered that the small-pox had made its appearance 
in two of the regiments. It did not, however, appear 
ina very aggravated form, and was eo easily wan- 
ageablo by the surgeons, and eo speedily divested of 
its malignant features, that it was deemed expo- 
dient and advisable to permit tho regiments to go on 
board sbip. 

Accordingly, the 8th Maine Regiment, in which 
bad appeared six or seven cages of emall-pox, baying 
had the infected men properly disposed in the hos- 
pital on shore, embarked the reat of the corps on 
board the Ariel. The discase did not take on the ep 
demic form, nor did itat any time aseumea very malig- 
nant type, but was at all timca completely mannge- 
able by the physicians. No panioor unusual fright 
was manifested among the men on account of the 
presénce of the disease, usually so much dreaded; 
and the coolness with which the men regarded its 
precence in their midst doubtless had ita good effect 
in shielding thomeelves from tho malady, from which, 
bad they given way to abject foar and umsnly 
fright, they could scarcely have hoped to escapo. 

Other diseases we are comparatively free from. 
‘The universal desire of the soldiers is for ‘a slap at 
Charleston,” and I believe the men would fight with 
a better heart for the purpose of ranning up the flag 
of the Stars and Stripes over Forts Sumter ond 
Moultrie than for any other possible aggressive pur 
pose that could be named. Of course, a dozen other 
places are mentioned as likely to be tho destination 
‘of the fleet; end though the troops are ready to do 
their fullest duty, before, or over, or through any 
that may be suggested, still, no namo causes such 
esger and instantaneous enthusiasm as the one word 
“ Samter.” 

‘The sudden order bas this instant come to make 
steam, and to-morrow will doubtless cee us quietly 
anchored in our final rendezvous at Fortrees Mon- 
roo, where the entiro flect will congregate, and 
whence they will soon sail, in @ eecond ‘ Invincible 
Armada,” that will, if right and justice have apy 
power, and a mighty nation’s earnest prayers may 
avail anything, have a much better and happier fate 
than did its famous Spanish predecessor.

Oar aminble neighbors of Sewall’s Point bave had 
‘most unwonted, and doubtless agreeable treat to- 
day. Though they ere bot four miles distant, 0 
dolightfal 20 minutes’ sail, or a pleasant balf-bour's 
row to the gymunastically disposed, there are potent 
reusona why our friends of that verdont penineula 
do not choose to join in the occasional feetivities that 
of Jate baye distinguished our gayer side of the bay. 
‘Tho entrance of our majestio fleet of nearly a hun- 
dred sail into their little harbor, which has seldom 
bofore anchored a dozen veesela at ones, wasa mntter 
of the greatest wonderment to the Sewall’s Point 
Rebels, and their telescopes and marine glasses were 
in constant requisition to determing, if possible, the 
meaning and intent of this unprecedented naval 
phenomenon, And to-day, their wondor at the big 
ships having somewhat cooled, it was redoubled, in 
fact, multiplied by ten, when, atan early hour, the 
cntire bay was covered with a seemingly myriad flect 
of men-of-war boats, with thoir gayly uniformed 
crews; with surf-boats, manned by a regular pea- 
coated set of surfmen; and the boats of the trans- 
ports, manned by their soldier-crewa; all of which, 
suptradded to the many small boats that have their 
perennial home on the waters of tho Roads, gave the 
bay a9 gay an appoarance as if each sparkling wave, 
in some freak of a new and more utilitarian modern 
mythology, had given foaming birth, not to a now 
Venus, but toa metallic surf-boat, with oara, tarred 
“painter,” and a given dozen of tobacco-chewing 
sailore, all complete. 
‘And thus it happened—the God of Precaution and 
Be-sure-you're-right-before-you-go-ahead-ictive-ness, 
whoover or whatever he may bo, had inspired Gen. 
Sherman with an idea, most gonsiblo, practical, and 
eminently worthy of the Yankeo mind. Gen, Sher- 
man, cogitating the fact that he waa in chargo of o 
force of 15,000 men who mast all be put on shore in 
surf-boata, determined to Lave a preliminary rebear- 
eal of that most important item of the programme of 
tho.expedition, The aid of the boate and crows of 
the various men-of-war was called into requisition 
and tho verions comuandera readily promised every 
assistance. Gen, Sherman thereupon issued an order 
thut the entire force should be disembarked in order 
of battle, every man in heavy marching order. The 
surf-bosta, with which each transport is plentifully 
provided, were manned by crews from the men-of 
war, and by certain old surf-boatmen who had been 
shipped for that purpose, A namber of efficient crews 
wero alao found among tho soldiers themselves, 
many of whom, from the Now-England States, es~ 
peciaily, knowy far more of the mauipulation of the 
onr, than of the handling of the musket. 
Fow more beautiful eights bave ever fallen ander 
he observation of your correepondont, The day 
was bright and clear; the last night's breeze had im- 
parted sufficient vitality to the water to bring into 
existence waves, if nob hnge, unwieldy and unde- 
sirable, at least brisk and yigorous enongh to domand 
the constant caro of the sailor-managers of the boats; 
and to impart just enough of imagined danger to 
make the soldier-passengers most feverishly anxious. 
The entire list of boats could not be enumerated eave 
by hundreds, the mest picturesque and gracefully 
beautiful of which were the 35 or 40 men-of- 7 
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are’ 
boats with their swartby, uniformed crews, Most of 
these were cight-oured and ten-oared boats, and the 
case, rapidity, nud consammate, because uneonscious, 
grace with which they were handled, was the sub- 
ject of enthusisstio admiration of the thousnods of 
Parrcogerson tho mmoy vessels, whose most ative 
part in the duties of the day was simply to admire, 

Tho debarkation was accomplished in a reason- 
ably ebort timo, the troops reaching the gbore in 
good order, gaining the dry sand with their powder 
aud equipments dry, and instantly forming in line of 
battle on the shore to repel an imaginary foo. The 
return to the ships was achieved with even greater 
specd—the soldiers all rode with ease and safety, 
wero safely placed on board their reapective veazels, 
und the sailors departed after reciprocal cheere. No 
cerioug accident marred the opportune rehearsal, 
though a few soldiers got wot jacketa from the in- 
truding spray, and o few othera who chose to wade 
rather than to wait, got their boots unpleasantly full 
of calt water. 

‘This pretiminary disembarkation of the soldiera was 
a most happy thought, and 80 much was learned, 50 
mony useful bints improved, and so much necessary 
steadiness and confidence was imparted to the men, 
that the highest ofticers, both of tbe naval and army 
eorvice in oburge of the expedition, asert that to- 
day's exporience bas been worth even a week's delay. 

Prominent among the vessels of to-day’s display, 
was the Ericsson, about which ehip there waa, for 
hours, much anxiety. The intelligenco reached us 
that ehe was fast aground off the mouth of the Poto- 
mac Rumors, also, were rife impngning the loyalty 
of the pilot, and it was more than binted that he bad 
ron the Ericsson on the Bar in compliance with a 
bargain with Secession friends, and that a precon- 
certed attack wasto be made on her by an over 
whelming fleet of small craft, from tho mouth of the 
Potomac, and the emall inlets thercubout, This plot 


specting the eteamer was only thoroughly set at reat 
by ber ownappearance with flying colors. Asche had 
on board a battery of light artillery, her capture would 
he especially valuable to the rebels. 

Ithas not been without. much trouble, and most 
diligent searching, that competent and willing pilots 
haye been found to bring the fleet wafely thus far, 
but tho eagerly-expected arrival to-day of a naval 
officer, who is thoroughly acquainted with the whole 
eastern cosst, from here far South, giyesssurance 
that our progress henceforth will not be reterded by 
any ignorance of localities. 

Gon. Sherman, recognizing the urgent necessity 
for facilities of instant and constant communication 
with the commander of the naval portion of t 
expedition, has to-day removed his headqu 
from the Atlantic to the man-of-war Wabash, where | 
Vlug-Officer Dupont has his headquarters. With | 
Gen. Sherman went only a emall portion of Lie etsit| 
—Acsistant-Adjutant General, Capt. Pelouze; Aid- 
de-camp, Lieut, Merrill, and Signal Officer, Dumont, 
being the ouly ones who accompany him. Aw the 
leadera of the expedition will now be in constant 
pereonal communication, the necessity of flag signal- 
ing, with all its uncertainties, isto a great extent 
obviated; for the rest, the few signals requisite 
werely to communicate orders from ship to ship ere 
80 simple, under the new signal system, a¢ to be nol 
eusily misunderstood, 

Now that the whole fleet lies hero ina crowded 
flock, the much vaunted iron-clad, Rebel steamor 
Merrimac, might, if she poseeeses the wonderful 
powers of destruction claimed for her, by her Southern 
owners, by a sudden churge'apon us, do incalculable 
damage with her sub-aqueous steel beak. It would 
be no small or insignificant evening’s work for the 
terrible Merrimao to run the blockade from Norfolk 
here, sink & dozen or €0 of our yalaable transports 
with all on board, pour a few damaging broadsides 
into our gurprized and astonished men-of-war, end 
then, before her audacious course could bo arrested, 
put ont to esa, and lie im wait to sink us singly as we 
camo out.

From ea Oceasloaal Correspondent, 
Sr. Josern, Oct. 20, 1851. 

Having spent the Isst fortnight in traveling 
through tliat portion of tho State lying north of tho | 
Miseouri River, I will give you as brielly as possible 
the result of my observations, There is nt prezent 
3 temporary lull in the war storm that bas raged in 
this part of the State, Thousands of the Sccession- 
ists who bad been carrying ono guerrilla warfore, | 
burning railrosd bridges, robbing towns and plan- 
tations, and murdering or banishing loyal citizens, 
have gone off in squads, companias or regiments t¢ 
join their great leader and deposed Governor in 
the South-West, This leaves the northern part 
of the State in a condition of comparative quict | 
and security. Already, however, a largo num-| 
ber of those who joined Price at Lexington, 
with tho expectation of making a trinmpbal 
progress from thnt point to Jefferson City 
and St. Louis, have retarned.to their homes. Some 
of those have como back with a feeling of intenso 

‘gust for treason and robellion, and make very 
earnest protestations of future loyalty, Others, how= 
ever, havo returned to recruit new forces, and com 
mence again their systom of neighborhood raida and 
foraya. North Missouri has reuson to be thankful 
that che has beon relieved from the presence of a 
dranken commander, and that there are now loyal 
troops enongh stationed upon her railroads, and at 
other important pointa, to defend her homes, and ut- 
torly crush out the band of robbers and assassins, 

It is pitcous indeed to sce what attempted secs 
sion and accomplished treason havo already done for 
this State. As Secossion is always arrogant, intol- 
erant, noisy and demonstrative, its disciples in Mis- 
souri at first frightened many of the loyal citizens 
from their propriety, and, by threats and violence, 
drove thousands of them from their homes to seok 
shelter and sappert whore they conld. It is not un- 
rensovable to estimate that @ hundred thousand loyal 
men, women and children have thus been driven 
from their homes during the Inst fow months. Theeo 
refugees, not from justice, but from robbers nnd mur- 
dorers, have eought temporary shelter in St. Louis 
and in the neighboring Free States, Some of them 
saved enough to live upon for a few months, and 
others aro dependent upon tho liberality of thoco 
among whom they have cast their lot, 

Some of these exiles were merchants in the coun 
try towns, and have lost not only thoir goods, but 
every dollar that was due to them from Secsssion 
customera, Others were mechinics, who were glad 
to aucrifice the neat cottage and the thrifty shop and 
escapo with their dependent families and a kit of 
tools. Others atill bad fine farms, with plencant 
gardens, orchards, mondows, and wheat ficlda, 
which, with their well-furnizhed furm-houses, bave 
been given up to the spoiler. This whole region of 
country looke as if it hd beon cursed by a pet 
lence, Towns are nearly depopulated, and the fow 
inhabitants left wander about the desolate strect 
aimless and hopeless, without occupation or apparent 
purpose, Sominaries and churches ara either cloeed 
or used for hospitals; hotels are .unfrequented, 
houses untensnted, merchants unoccupied, mechan- 
ics unemployed, gardens untended, farms untilled; 
the wheola of commerce are rusting upon tho rail, 
the hammer on the anvil, and tho plow in tho far- 
row. Many districts of the country remind one for- 
cibly of ‘Tucitus’s description of the track of tho 
Roman armies, whore ‘they mude a solitude und 
it peace I” 

Bat, thanks to Providence and Federal bayonets, 
this gloomy picture of prosent desolation ia beginning 
to show sowe bright spots. ‘The people ate lowly 
coming to tle conviction that Uncle Sau will give up 
Miscouri to the tender mercies of Seccesion wien he 
gives up his right to navigate tho Atlantic Ocean, | 
and not before. This wholesome conviction is giving 
courage to tho timid, and with the departaro of the 
Secession horde to follow the fortunes of Prico and 
Jaokeon, hundreds of exiled families ure ulready on | 
the return to their once happy, but now desolate 
Lomes,. With the spoilers driven ontor kept in abey-| 
ance, a fow months will reetore the exiled cit o| 
the towne and farms from which they have 
driven, and Missouri will be herself again, 

This banishment of loyal citizens simply because | 
thoy loved their country and its fag, was the firet 
iruit of attempted Secession in Mi It may be 
called the Springand Sommer crop of 1861, while 
the Fall crop that i juet now maturing is of quite a 
different character, and likely to be of much more 
The Seccesion leaders, 
having brought about the military ocenpation of the 
State, a condition of things utterly ineompatibla with 
the existence of Slayery, hundreds, nuy thousunda, 
of Secession slaycholders are now gatheriog up their 
two-legged chattels and departing through the only 
avenue left open for Dixio land, The Southern hori- 
zon is alrendy dark with the crowd of unwilling fo; 
tives.

Who ia to Bil the vacuum created by the volontary 
swal of Secession alaveholdera and thoir col- 
ored property from Missouri? Thia question is al- 
ready boing answered by thonsands in the present 
army of oceupation, who have ulrendy been won, by 
our genial climate and fruitful soil, to cast their 
future lot in this land of the olive and the vine. 
With the yar cloud once departed, and the slaves 
with it, Missouri, with ber rich but cheap lands, her 
mineral wealth, and great channela of commerce, will 
recuperato faster (ban any other State in the Union. 
‘Ton years of peace will give her two or three millions 
of inhabitants,
